FL. . March 14.—The Amer- 


deen torpedoed by a German 
submarine. The crew was saved. 
‘Vessel and cargo were valued at 
31,700,000, 

The Algonquin, owned by the 
American Star line, sailed from 
New York for London February 20. 

The Algonquin was torpedoed 
without warning, according to a re- 
port by the American Consul at 
Plymouth. The Consul states that 
all on board were saved. 

The Algonquin was torpedoad at 


6 o'clock on the morning of March 


12. The submarine refused assist- 
ance, according to the report of the 
Consul at Plymouth. Twenty-seven 
men have been landed. 

The Algonquin, a freighter, was 
one of the first American vessels to 
sail from the United States after 
Germany announced her submarine 
campaign of unrestricted warfare. 

She carried about 2000 tons of 
cargo and was commanded by Capt. 
A. Nordberg, a naturalized Ameri- 
can of Norwegian birth. 

When she left New York Febru- 
ary 20 her owners expected her to 
reach the submarine zone about 
March 8. It is assumed that she 
went considerably out of her course. 

According to later advices from 
Plymouth the German submarine 
opened fire upon the Algonquin 
from a distance of 4990 yards, firing 
about twenty shells. These were not 
sufficient to sink the steamer, so 
she was boarded by men from the 
submarine, who placed four bombs 
and the Algonquin was then blown 
up. The crew was given plenty of 
time to leave the vessel. 

According to a later report from 
J..G. Stephens, American Consul at 
Plymouth, the captain of the Algon- 
quin stated that his ship was sunk 
by shell fire without warning. 

“It was just after daylight on 
Monday when we were attacked,” 
said the captain of the Algonquin, 
as quoted by the Press Association. 
“There was no warning. The subma- 
rine started fire at a range of three 
miles. When about twenty-five shells 
had been fired at the Algonquin, of 
which four hit her forward, the crew 
decided to take to the boats, and 
pulled away from the sinking ves- 


“Then the submarine approached 
and, with only her periscope show- 


jing, sailed around the steamer sev- 


eral times. Finding that the crew 
had abandoned the ship, the subma- 
rine came to the surface. Some of 
the Germans boarded the Algonautn 
and placed bombs aft. These were 
exploded and within a quarter of an 
hour the steamer disappeared. 

“T appealed to the submarine 


commander for a tow toward land, 


in view of the roughness of the 
weather. but the German ernuffly re- 
plied: No, IT am too busy.’ 

“The crew pulled away in their 
boats, none being iniured by shell 
fire, but all suffered from exposure. 

“All personal effects and the ship's 
papers were lost.” 

CAPTAIN’S STORY.

destroyed without warning. Neither 
does the fact that apparently no 
lives were lost mitigate the situa- 
tion. 

FIRST CLASH TO DECIDE. 

But the real fact, as unofficially 
expressed, is that while the destruc- 
tion of an American ship in such a 
manner is very serious, the Ameri- 
can government already has taken 
all the steps it can take to meet such 
a case, unless it wished to take the 
last step and declare war. 

The real issue of peace or war ifs 
expected to come when an Amertean 
armed ship has a clash with a Ger- 
man submarine. 

A series of destructiong of Ameri- 
can ships probably would arouse 
Congress to a declaration of war, if 
indeed Germany should not declare 
war on the United States, as many 
expect, as a result of the first en- 
counter with one of her submarines. 

Up to the present, in the absence 
of action by Congress, all that could 
be done to meet such a case as the 
destruction of the Algonquin already 
has been done. It is generally ac-

The movement of 
yesterday gives promise of far more 
important strategic actions in this 
district. 

Another euccessful advance was 
carried on by the French detach- 
ments between the Meuse and the 
Apremont forest, to the north of the 
St. Mihiel sector. The German lines 
were overrun as far as the second 
trenches, and the French troops re- 
turned with prisoners after inflict- 
ing severe damage on the enemy's 
works.

President Wilson was hardly fair to the 
railroad companies last year when he 
forced the Adamson bill on them. Despite 
his undoubted sympathy with the men, the 
President must not yield to the threats of 
their chiefs now. He must join with the 
companies in standing up to them and 
fighting them down. If the strike is brought 
about then the President, as head of the 
nation, must show the strikers that the 
country has nothing but contempt for dis- 
joyal and traitorous unionites who seek to 
paralyze the traffic of the country at a time 
when most others are endeavoring to show 
how they can forward the interests of the 
country, even if sacrifices are necessary to 
do it. 
If the men strike under the present cir- 
cumstances they will be guilty of treason 
and should be treated as such by the Fed-. 
eral authorities. ; 
What is treason? It is giving ald and 
comfort to the enemies of the country. At 
the present time Germany is making war 
on America. She has, as Dr. Lyman Ab- 
hott said in New York the other day, mur 
dered our citizens, sunk our ships without 
warning or provocation, and has invited 
one of our neighbors to invade our terri- 
tory.” If that isn’t war, what is? And a 
nation-wide strike, engineered by the four 
railroad brotherhood chiefs, and perhaps 
financed by Germany, would certainly be 
giving ald and comfort to our enemies. 

It is satisfactory to note that Mr. E. P. 
Ripley, the courageous and high-minded 
president of that great system, the Santa 
Fe, who is now in Los Angeles on his 
yearly visit, has announced that, if a 
strike comes, his road will fight the traitors 
to the last ditch. The brotherhood chiefs 
are under the impression that they can 
bluff the railroad companies into an early 
capitulation. Their representatives have 
publicly said so. Acting President Shep- 
pard of the Conductors’ Brotherhood, when 
opposing the compulsory arbitration bill 
before the House committee at Washing- 
ton recently, declared that if there had 
been a strike last summer the railroads 
would have yielded. 

We are not concerned today with what 
might have taken place last summer, but 
we are confident there will be no yielding 
now to the treacherous brotherhood lead- 
ers who have called their strike without 
even waiting for the Supreme Court de 
cision on the constitutionality of the Adam- 
son bill, which, at their instigation, was 
gunned through Congress. There must be 
no parleying at all with leaders of unions 
who are so constituted as to consider that 
the best time to call a strike is the moment 
when the country most needs internal 
peace so that it may present a united front 
to those who threaten it from the outside. 
Eighty per cent. of the trainmen do not 
want a strike at this time, and The Times is 
inclined to believe that there will not be a 
general strike, despite the bluff of the 
unjonite bosses.

The sinking of the American steamer 
Algonquin by a German submarine may or 
may not be considered by Congress—which 
alone has the power to declare war—as an 
overt act which warrants and demands a 
declaration of wur by the United States, 
even as the sinking of a German submarine 
by an American armed merchantman— 
which is likely to happen any day—might 
be considered by Germany as warranting 
her in declaring war against the United 
States.

Theaters, toy playhouses and repertory 
troupes of amateurs and semi-professionals.

In deploring the way that the public is 
gulled by these temperamental] fits of the un- 
prepared, Mr. Belasco makes many good 
points, yet he omits the three that are per 
haps most essential. Little Theaters are not 
democratic, being intended for the high- 
brows and not for the people. They are 
never on our Main streets and seldom on 
our Broadways. Instead, they are as iso- 
lated as a pesthouse and might as well be 
under quarantine in so far as general attend- 
ance is concerned. If a play is good, it 
should be given to the public; and if it is 
not good, why give it at all? 
Little Theaters are not fair to actors be 
cause they afford no gallery and create no 
atmosphere. Acting depends as much on 
what the audience does for the actors as on 
what the actors do for the audience. If this 
were not true, it would be possible to throw 
out failures and pick winners at rehearsals, 
yet no manager has ever been clever enough 
to know just what his plays were until they 
went before the public. 
Commercially Little Theaters are either 
failures or not worth while—if they have a 
good show, their seating capacity makes it 
Impossible to do more than break even. Un- 
less their show is remarkable, they lose 
money. Not long ago a little company of 
players in Los Angeles was organized to 
give a single nicht's performance in a club- 
house, They took a good subject and 
gave an excellent performance, but it cost 
them exactly $20 of their own money for the 
satisfaction of making the appearance. As 
they were professional people of legitimate 
experience and standing, their effort should 
have been made in a regular theater and 
through a regular organization. Then the 
public ae have had the benefit of the

but all of the business institutions in these 
republics have a centralized form of govern- 
ment, especially theaters. Nobody in Little 
Theater companies seems to feel under ob- 
ligations to respect authority, and this rea- 
son alone makes it wellnigh impossible for 
such adventures to meet with any perma- 
nent success. 

Of course, the newspapers and the public 
are as much to blame as anybody for the 
existence of Little Theaters and the many 
effarts along this line, such as one-night 


opera and other offenses. : 

To get back to Mr. Belasco, he hits the 
nail on the head when he conceives that 
many of these small and misdirected enter- 
prises are based on a reaction from the 
sound in art in favor of the so-called “new 
art.” There is no doubt that bold drawing, 
a capacity for detail, and the clear forms of 
loveliness make the beauty and imaginative 
splendor of old masterpieces in the galleries 
of the world. It is the inability to compete 
with this clarity and fire that has brought 
about the absurdity called cubism, futurism 
and new art. 

Heaven preserve us from having a visita- 
tion of this sort in our theaters, our music 
and our literature! You would not care pos- 
sibly to bave a major operation performed 
by a futurist physician who might conceive 
it picturesque to have your heart amothered 
in lavender on the center table, while remov- 
ing your thumb nail. You would not even 
want your food cooked by a futurist chef and 
served by a futurist waiter, else you might 
receive shirred roseleaves when your stom- 
ach clamored for beefsteak smothered in 
onions. 

As long as we have started this, we will 
allow Mr. Belasco to end it by speaking for 
himself. He said: 

This so-called new art of the theater 
is but a flash in the pan of inexperience. 
It is the cubism of the theater—the wall 
of the incompetent and the degenerate. 
As cubism became the asylum of those 
pretenders in art who could not draw 
and had no conception of composition 
in painting, so “new art of the theater” 
is the haven of those who lack er- 
perience and knowledge of the drama 
and of the theater, and whose mental 
conception is so dull that only the 
grossly exaggerated and perverted forms 
of life and its expression in the writ- 
ten and spoken word can appeal and be 
grasped. The whole thing merely shows 
an ignorance and a diseased and de- 
praved understanding and appreciation 
of any art at all. : 

It angers me when these youthful pre- 
tenders decry the theater of America— 
the theater of Augustin Daly, of Lester 
Waliack, of A. M. Palmer. All these fad- 
dists do is to bring out the dirty, the 
salacious and the brutally sordid, per- 
verted and degenerate playlets. Are 
they to be classed as art“? 

Occasionally, perhaps, these amateur 
dramatic cults may present a playlet 
from the pen of a Maeterlinck, a Shaw, 
or some other worthy author, but how 
often is the stuff they offer the diseased 
output of diseased minds? Much bet- 

ter and actually “true to life” and more 
intensely dramatic things are staged 
daily in the police courts. But is this 
art? Is a drunkard because he slips 
and slops about to be called the per- 
sonification of grace? Where are the 
wits of your enthusiasts? Get your 
bearings, my young men and women 
who would aspire to do things in the 
theater. Study and do not attempt to

A “REGRETTABLE 
COINCIDENCE.” 
BY TOM FITCH. 

On the 22nd of February, seven 
| Dutch vessels outward bound from 
Falmouth were attacked at the west- 
ern limit of the English Channel by 
German submarines. Three were 
sunk and four were badly damaged. 
This, the German Legation at The 
Hague called “an extremely regret- 
table coincidence of circumstances, 
which is unfortunate but beyond our 
control.” The excuse is insulting to 
Holland. If the captain of the sub- 
marine could have been caught and 
swung from the yardarm of a British 
or French or Russian war vessel it 
would have been an “unregrettable 
coincidence.” 

The attack on the Dutch vessels 

was absolutely without pretext of ex- 
couse, They sailed from Falmouth 
and therefore could not possibly have 
been carrying contraband to a Brit- 
ish port. Of the three ships that 
Were sunk one was outward bound, in 
ballast, to bring wheat from the 
United States to Holland and two 
were carrying wheat consigned to the 
Dutch government itself. Of the four 
damaged though remaining afloat, 
two were outward bound in ballast, 
also to be loaded with wheat in the 
United States, and two carried car- 
goes of foodstuffs from either Dutch 
colonies or neutral colonies con- 
— to Dutch merchants in Hol- 
and. 
Of 29,664 tons of shipping sunk by 
German submarines February 24, ir- 
respective of that damaged, 13,630 
was Dutch, 6818 was Norwegian and 
only 9216 was British. 

The Dutch press says that these 
“regrettable coincidences” happen 
frequently in the case of the weak 
neutral, but never in the case of the 
powerful United States. “Everyone,” 
writes the Handelsblad, “must come 
to the conclusion that no nation could 
be thus treated unless it was regard- 
ed as of no importance or as incapa- 
ble of having its indignation aroused 
by anything. Certainly Germany 
would not treat the United States 
thus. Everyone feels that the tor 
pedoing of American vessela, in siml- 
lar circumstances, would be absolute- 
ly impossible. Indeed, the United 
States freighter Orleans, carrying 
contraband for an enemy’s port, has 
just passed unharmed through the 
zone.”

For eight centuries the Holland 
Dutch have ranked as the greatest 
fighters in Europe, both on land and 
sea, Holland has warred with Spain 
and France and Great Britain and 
Portugal and emerged victorious 
from every contest. In 1810 the first 
Napoleon annexed all Holland to the 
empire, dec! ring that it was “in the 
nature of things nothing but a por 
tion of France,” but at Waterloo the 
Dutch troops gave Bonaparte reason 
to regret that remark. 
A people who gave their land to 
the ocean rather than surrender their 
liberties are not to be despised as 
foes. The spirit of these Dutchmen 
was evidenced in a story related by 
Motley of the siege of Leyden, when 
the besieging army taunted the re- 
sisting burghers with being reduced 
to a diet of dogs and cats. “Ye call 
us cat eaters and dog eaters,” they 
cried, “and it is true. So long, then, 
as ye hear dog bark of cat mew with- 
in these walls ye may know that the 
city of Leyden still holds out, and 
when all have perished but ourselves 
be sure that we will devour our left 
arms while with our right arms we 
fight for our country and our re 
ligion.”

WHAT IS THE USE OF 
CONGRESS? 


[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
BY ALBERT BUSHNELL HART,

HE people of the United States 
have not been very kindly or 
respectful toward the 531 gen- 

tlemen who have been working over- 
time during the few weeks which 
ended at midnight on March 3. 
They have been treated much as 
though they were members of two 
rival baseball organizations—say 
the Senators and the Housefillers— 
who were engaged in a champion- 
ship series. The House “puts one 
over” on the Senate; the Senate 
“gets its innings” over the House. 

Popular government cannot boast 
of its results as shown in the last 
few days of this Congress. The 
tumultuous and uproarious scenes of 
the last days of the recent session 
were not edifying. The ‘judicious 
grieve to see great affairs of state 
carried through without debate, and 
often without any clear understand- 
ing on the part of those who vote for 
them. Little items of a hundred and 
fifty millions are bandied back and 
forth between the two houses. Con- 
ference committes bold private 
sessions, from which emerge such 
cryptic results as: “It is recom- 
mended that the House shall recede 


11, 15, 21, 22, 23, 46, 57 and 181 to 
225; that the Senate shall recede 
from its amendments numbered 24, 
46, 78, 81, 86, 159, 178 and 214.” And 
the members of both houses vote 
upon this lucid information. The 
wonder is that any bills get through 
such confusion. 

The fault is not in the members 
of Congress, who are as public spir- 
Ited as their constituents and have 
far more knowledge of government 
business. It is part of a vicious sys- 
tem of organization which prevents 
the proper discussion of appropria- 
tion bills and of many other public 
measures of great importance. The 
committee system in both houses 
throws the responsibility for legisla- 
tion on groups of members who 


standing. The Speaker of the House 
used to make it his business to de 
cide what legislation should go 


of Uncle Joe Cannon, six years ago. 
Now the Rules Committee decides 
what bills shall come to a vote, often 
in a very arbitrary way; and care 
fully provides for limiting debate to 
the lowest possible terms. In the 
Senate twelve members out of 
ninety-six have just prevented the 
passage of the arming bill. 

It is nobody's business in Con- 
gress to speed up either house dur- 
ing the early weeks of the sessions, 
hence the last three Presidents have 
all taken the leadership in measures 
of great importance, and by mes- 
sages, by speeches to Congress or 
by conferences, have kept the noses 
of the members on the grindstone, 
till the desired bills were passed. 
The lack of common action with re- 
gard to appropriation bills ts one of 
the great causes of the extravagance 
and waste in the Federal govern- 
ment. In case of war it will cost 
the people of the Untted States 
somewhere from five hundred mil 
lions to one thousand millions extra, 
for the luxury of doing without a 
proper budget, worked by one ap- 
propriation committee in each house. 
Nevertheless, it would be a pub 
lic danger to let our relations with 
Germany drift along indefinitely 
without a Congress in session. The 
trouble with Congress is not that it 
does too much, but that it is so 
tangled up with committees and pri 
vate bills and complicated approprt- 
ations that it has pot time for the 
greater task of representing the na- 
tion in a great crisis. Woodrow 
Wilson is not the first President who 
has been relieved to have Congress 
“off his hands;” nor the first Presi- 
dent who has somewhat delayed 
calling Congress in extra session. 
President Lincoln waited eleven 
weeks after Fort Sumter before he 
reconvened Congress. 

No man is great enough in such 
times as these to make the decisions 
that bind the nation, without the 
ald of other and more ‘numerous 
representatives of the people. The 
part of the President is to lead, to 
define great policies, to make plans 
for defense and, if necessary, for of- 
tense; and, if the people of the 
country support him, to press those 
plans on Congress. To attempt to 
carry on the government, and to use 
“other instrumentalities,” by clanses 
in acts of Congress, or to continue 
to act without Congress, would be 
to give up that touch with the voters 
and the people at large, which is 
the reason for the existence of Con- 
gress. If Congress is necessary in 
peace, it is indispensable in war. 
Senators and Congressmen are like 
children in a family—‘“they come ° 
dear but you must have them.”

ON THE BILLBOARDS. —

Asks that Various Civic Organi- 
zations be Called to Conference 
on Question of Eliminating Un- 
sightly Signs—Mayor will Assist 
im Fight Against Growing Evil. 


The Council yesterday sent a 
communication to the Chamber of 
Commerce requesting that a meet- 
ing be called forthwith for considera- 
tion of the question of legislation 
for the regulation of billboards. The 
Council advises that representatives 
of the Ad Club, Rotary Club, Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, Woman's City Club, Realty 
Board, Municipal League, Labor 
Council and all civic organizations 
be invited to the meeting. 

A week ago the Council complied 
with the request of several organ- 
izations and private individuals that 
action in the matter be postponed for 
ninety days in which it was proposed 
that a general survey of the condi- 
tions be made. Since that action, 
the Councilmen have received pro- 
tests from all sides against a de- 
lay in enacting a prohibitory bill- 
board law and is ready to dispose of 
the matter at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Mayor Woodman yesterday an- 
nounced himself against billboards 
in residential districts. “I am in fa- 
vor of an ordinance prohibiting bill- 
boards in the districts where people 
reside and where they take pride in 
keeping their properties in good re- 
pair,” said the Mayor.
